A Resolution Passed Referring the Matter 
to the Committee on Elections. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 8.—Im mediately 

after the reading of the journal in the House 
this morning a communication was received 
froin the Secretary of State reciting the dis- 
tricts and names of members in cases where 
notices of contest have been served. 
Mr. Dixon introduced a resolution provid- 
ing that the communication be referred to a 
Committee on Elections of fifteen members 
to be appointed by the Speaker. 

Mr. Paddock raised a point of order that a 
Committee on Rules had been appointed 
whose duty it was to desiginate what com- 
mittees the House should have.

After a resolution providing for the 
vacation by members of the two front rows of 
seats that they might be occupied by the Sen- 
ators the doorkeeper announced The Honor- 
able the Senate. 

The Senate, being recognized by Speaker 
Crafts, flled in and took the seats just vacated 
by the Representatives, President Ray being 
escorted to the Speaker’s chair. 

The Secretary of the Senate called the roll 
of Senators, forty-nine of whom answered to 
their names. The President announced that 
a quorum of the Senate was present.

RIOT IN A STATE HOUSE. 


NEBRASKA LEGISLATURE ORGANIZED 
UNDER DIFFICULTI¥Es. 


Free Fight on the Floor—The Presence of 
the Militia Necessary to Preserve Order 
Boyd Takes the Oath of Office—Legal 
Papers Served on Lieut.-Gov. M¢iklejohn 

‘with Trouble—The Executive Office 
Now Barricaded. 

_Lancory, Neb., Jan. 8,—[Special.]|—The Al- 
liance people were not in it today. They lost 
their grip and allowed themselves to be snowed 
under—outgeneraled is the proper term to use. 
They have learned in the last two days that 
two or three sharp, shrewd men could out- 
general a majority. They did not believe it 
could be done before, but they realize it now. 
Gov.-elect Boyd has been sworn in after a 
most exciting day, but he has not yet secured 
possession of the Executive office. Gov.

When it became known yesterday morning 
that Lieut.-Gov. Meiklejohn intended pre- 
siding over the joint convention, and that he 
would refuse to entertain any motion looking 
to the transaction of any other business than 
the mere ministerial act of canvassing the re- 
turns of the vote, it was apparent that unless 
Meiklejohn could be deposed Boyd would be 
inaugurated without delay. The great struggle, 
therefore, was over the question of who should 
preside. The Alliance people claimed that 
right for their Speaker, because the Constitu- 
tion says that he shall preside in contest cases, 
and they claimed that, as the contest was on, 
nothing could be done until it was settled. 
The Republicans and Democrats claimed that 
right for Lieut.-Gov. Meiklejohn, and quoted 
the precedent of all former joint conventions. 
They claimed further that the canvassing of 
the vote and the settling of the contest cases 
were entirely different proceedings. 

A Speaker of ability and nerve, with a good 
majority behind his back, would have been 
able to assert his position and, if need be, to 
have removed the Lieutenant-Governor from 
the room by foree, but Speaker Elder is weak. 
He lacks ability and especially he lacks nerve, 
and when Meiklejohn came in and took con- 
trol of the joint session he cowed down, and, 
save a few spurts of self-assertion, cut no fur- 
ther figure in the proceedings. Meiklejohn 
had his own way simply because he knew what 
to do, how to do it, and had the nerve to strike 
while the iron was hot. 


The Vote Canvassed. 


The result of it all is that after two days’ 
wrangling the Speaker has canvassed the vote 
in the presence of the two Houses, the con- 
testees have been declared elected, and this 
evening Boyd and the balance of the State 
ticket filed their bonds and took the oath of 
office required by the Constitution, and the 
contestants are out. They say that they will 
not give up hope and that the contest proceed- 
ings will be pushed for all they are worth, and 
they say they feel confident that they will be 
seated by the Legislature, but it is a long road 
and they will find: many stumbling-blocks in 
the way. 

It is understood that the Supreme Court 
will in the morning be asked to pass on the 
question of Boyd’s citizenship. This will de- 
lay the formal inauguration and may result in 
declating him ineligible. If so, the chances 
seem good for Tom Majors, the Lieutenant- 
Governor-elect. 

The following is a picture of today’s work: 
At 6 o’clock Speaker Elder and a force of in- 
dependents obtained possession of the 
Hall of Representatives. At 8 o’clock 
Lieut.-Gov, Meikléjohn forced his way 
through the cloak- room. Eider held the 
Speaker’s chair and clutched the gavel vi- 
ciously. Six assistant Sergeants-at-Arms sur- 
rounded the Speake?, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor was notified that if he attempted to 
take a seat beside the Speaker he would be 
arrested. Meiklejohn calmly seated himself 
in front of the Speaker’s stand and awaited 
developments. The doors of the lobby and 
gallery were locked and the crowd shut out. 
The Independents had fifty assistant Ser- 
geants-at-Arms and it looked as though a bat- 
tle was in sight. 

At 10 the first and second floors of the State 
House were crowded with people who were 
becoming demonstrative. Meiklejohn and 
Elder agreed not to call the session to order 
till 11 o’clock. In the meantime four Repub- 
licans, four Democrats, and four Independ- 
ents were out as a non-official committee at- 
tempting to patch up the trouble. Elder and 
his Sergeant-at-Arms held the Speaker’s 
stand, while Meiklejohn held the Secretary’s 
desk. J. W. Love attempted to go to Meikle- 
john’s side, but the Assistant Sergeant-at- 
Arms halted him. Love thrust the official 
aside and proudly marched to the Lieutenant- 
, Governor’s desk.

Couldn’t Clear the Halls. 

Only those having cards of admission signed 
by the Speaker or Lieutenant-Governor were 
admitted, but in spite of thé almost super- 
human efforts of the guards the corridors 
could not be cleared. No sooner did a 
blue-coated musket-bearer turn to retrace his 
beat than men dodged past the lines, only to 
be turned back by a policeman. From all 
parts of the State had assembled vast crowds, 
and each one was determined to gain admis- 
sion. Women were jammed into the surging 
mass and many were the rents in handsome 
dresses. The crowd became so disorderly that 
an attempt was made to foree the door, and 
the Governor pleaded in vain for quiet, but 
such a thing as quiet was unknown. It seemed 
as though the disorder had been anticipated, 
for the moment the militia was called for 
Company D, under the command of Capt. 
Rhodes, marched up. The sight of the militia- 
men, with breech-loading guns, awed the 
crowd for a time, but it was not until a squad 
of forty police arrived that the crowd was con- 
vinced that business was meant. The crowd 
knew full well that the iers did not bear 
loaded guns, and the toes gf the militiamen 
were tramped on with impunity.

John Oscar Dickerson is the person whose 
life is to be saved by the partial self-immola. 
tion of so many of his friends and comrades. 
Mr. Dickerson is a man of 44 years, has been 
a true and honored Mason since the days of 
his earliest manhood, and recorder of St. 
Bernard Commandery since its organization 
in February, 1870. He is a widower, and as a 
curious and suggestive reminiscence it may 
be recalled that his wife died several 
years ago under a surgeon’s knife. 
When a youth he was in the eniploy of E. W. 
Blatchford, the shot-tower proprietor, and 
twenty years ago he connected himself with 
the West Side gas office under Mr. Billings, 
and ever since and until his present sickness 
has been a trusted employé of that institution. 

A year or so ago a cancerous growth on the 
upper portion of his thigh and the right hip 
began to annoy Mr. Dickerson, and in time it 
became so painful and dangerous that his 
friends suggested and insisted upon a sur- 
gical operation for its removal. Dr. Fenger 
was called upon and 
he cut out the cancerous substance and 
continued to watch and dress the wound to see 
that no new growth of cancer should take 
place, : 

Skin and Flesh Removed. 

The surgical operation required that a good 

portion of the skin and flesh should be cut 


nder it impossible for the exposed edges of 
the skin to unite and form a complete surface 
covering by natural growth. With this ex- 
ception the patient was all right and in fair 
health. But the sore must be chosed or there 
coujd be no recovery, and nine or ten weeks 
ago Dr. Fenger concluded that the wound and 
the patient were in a condition to try the op- 
eration of skin-grafting. A young goat was 
secured and a piece of its skin 
large enough to cover the wound 
made by cutting away the cancerous growth 
was applied while still warm. For a time it 
was thought a perfect union of the human and 
the foreign skin would be made, but it was not 
to be so, and the cuticle of the goat had to be 
removed. Dickerson was patient and re- 
signed, but suffering, and the sympathy of his 
brothers of the St. Bernard Commandery went 
out to him anew. A week ago last Monday a 
few of them went to see Dr. Fenger to find 
out what more could be done for their afflicted 
comrade. The doctor hesitated a little, but 
finally told them that if the wound could be

Then the 
question was asked who will volunteer to bare 
his body to the surgeon’s knife, and permit a 
portion of his cuticle to be transferred to 
Dickerson’s body. There were 300 Knights in 
line, and every one of them stepped out, willing 
and reddy to obey the command when it 
should be given. This number being far more 
than was needed the commandery ordered 
that a selection should be made from the en- 
tire membership. 


Date of the Operation. 

In accordance therewith about 150 members 
have been selected to appear at the hospital 
one week from next Sunday ready to permit 
portions of cuticle to be removed by Dr. 
Fenger. The surgeon will probably need not 
more than one-third or a half of them, but 
Masons never do anything by halves and 
so will have the choicest, physically, of their 
ranks there to choose from. : 

The names of all the 150 Knights selected to 
have portions of their cuticle transferred from 
their own bodies to that of their sick brother 
could not be ascertained, but the following are 
among them:

TERRIFIC SNOW-STORMS IN THE WEST. 


Serious Interference with Railway Traffic 
in Kansas. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan. 8. Special. Com- 
plete reports from fifty Kansas towns tonight 
show that the severest storm of many years is 
raging in the Sunflower State. All of the in- 
coming trains are late and those that have ar- 
rived bring reports of a great blizzard sweep- 
ing the State and cutting the wires. From 
Junction City westward the cold is intense and 
is increasing momentarily.

ANOTHER “GENTLEMEN’S” AGREE- 
MENT DRAFTED IN NEW YORK.

The Practical Pooling of Through Traffic 
by the Various Railroads Outlined— 
What Shall Not Be Done Second in Im- 
portance Only to What May Be—Total 
Abolition of Individual Agencies Want- 
Sd The Articles te Be Taken Up Today, 
but Will Probably Be Adopted. 

New Lonx, Jan. 8. Special. Many men 
identified with Western railroad interests 
were to be seen in the corridors of the Wind- 
sor Hotel this morning, called thither by the 
second meeting of the Western railroad Presi- 
dents. Today’s meeting was the outcome of 
the meeting of Presidents last month at the 
house of J. Pierpont Morgan, called with a 
view to straightening out the railroad compli- 
cations in the territory lying west of Chicago 
and St. Louis, At that meeting resolutions 
were adopted looking towards the estab- 
lishment of a permanent association by 
which rates might be maintained and 
the roads in the Western territory 
operated with more economy and to 
the greater profit of their stockholders. In 
accordance with these resolutions, which were 
submitted to the Board of Directors of each 
of the roads interested, delegates have b@en 
sent to the meeting at the Windsor today from 
nearly all the companies, Those which have 
neglected to comply with the request of the 
Presidents’ meeting are not regarded as im- 
portant factors in settling the present diffi- 
culties. The delegates from each of the roads 
consist of the President and one of the direc- 
tors, chosen ata full meeting, with power to 
act for the whole board. These compose what 
is known as the Advisory Board of the associa- 
tion. At 10:30 o’clock Chairman Ros- 
well Miller called the meeting together, 
and the officers constituting the Ad- 
visory Board filed into Room 22 on the ground 
floor. The Great Northern railroad, which 
adopted the Presidents’ resolution passed at 
Mr. Morgan’s house, and is heartily in sym- 
pathy with the objects propgsed at today’s 
meeting, was unrepresented on account of 
the unavoidable detention in the Northwest of 
its President, James J. Hill. Other unrepre- 
sented roads whose coéperation had been de- 
sired were the Chicago and Alton and the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City. They 
were unrepresented because they are 
not in sympathy with the movement, 
and it seems probable that they will 
not be drawn into the agreement, or at 
least for a time they will endeavor to 
conduct their business against the powerful 
force which the projected association will 
bring into existence. Some hope was enter- 
tained almost up to the last moment that the 
Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City road would 
be complaisant, but it turns out that the ad- 
verse utterances and criticism attributed for 
some time to A. B. Stickney, President, were 
genuine and deliberate and that he has n 
been converted from his view. President E. 
K. Enos of the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
system arrived shortly after 11 o’clock and 
was admitted to the meeting. The Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas road was not represented at 
the meeting at Mr. Morgan’s house, buf was 
invited to join the present meeting, and Presi- 
dent Enos’ presence today indicates the com- 
pany’s acceptance. Upon going into session 
the representatives of the roads barricaded 
themselves against intrusion from the press 
and others. 

The Articles of Agreement. 

„The conference adjourned at 12:45, and the 

following statement was given to the press: 

The Advisory Board appointed a committee, 
consisting of one representative from each com- 
pany member of the association, to take into con- 
sideration and report to an adjourned meeting of 
the board, at 10 o’clock Friday morning, the by- 
laws which, in their judgment, are necessary for 
carrying out the purpose of the association. All 
action taken was unanimous. 

Here is the report or agreement: 

Art. I. The name of the association shall be 
the Western Traffic Association, and its principal 
offices shall be in the City of Chicago, where all 
regular meetings shall be held unless otherwise 
ordered by the board. 

Art. II. The business to be covered by this agree 
ment shall be all the State and inter-State traffic, 
both freight and passenger, which is competitive 
between any two or more of the parties thereto 
having origin or destination in Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, and the peninsula of Michigan, 
or any State or Territory west of the Mississippi 
River, except business passing through between 
points north of the Ohio River points and south 
thereof, both of which are east of the Mississippi 
River. The business to or from the Republic of 
Mexico via the Rio Grande River crossings shall 
be included. 

Art. III. The Advisory Board shall meet quar- 
terly on the second Tuesday of January, April, 
July, and October of each year. Special meetings 
of the board shall be called by the President 
whenever in his judgment necessary or upon the 
request in writing of any three members of said 
board, giving at least ten days’ notice of the time 
and place of such meeting. The records of the 
meeting of the Advisory Board shall be kept by 
its Secretary, and the proceedings shall be pro- 
mulgated by him for the information of members. 

Art. IV. The following officers shall be elected 
by ballot at the January meeting in each year by 
four-fifths of the members: President, Finance 
Committee, four or more Commissioners, one of 
whom shall be named as Chairman. 

Art. V. The President shall be a member and 
rod eae at all meetings of the Advisory 


ard. 

Art. VI.OThe Finance Committee shall consist 
of five members of the board. It shall elect from 
its number a Chairman, who shall preside at its 
meetings, and, in case of the absence of the Pres- 
ident of the Advisory Board, shall act as Presi- 
dent pro tem. It snall control all disbursements, 
authorize the employment of necessary clerks and 
other assistents required by the Commissioners, 


How te Preserve Rates. 


Art. VII. Sec. 1. The Commissioners shall adopt 
such measures as will tend to secure uniform, 
staple, and reasonable rates, prevent unjust dis- 
crimination, and enable each line to carry its fair 
share of the competitive traffic. 

Sec. 2. On the application in writing to the 
Commissioners by any interested company for its 
share of the competitive traffic, either freight or 
passenger, or both, of any one or more specified 
points, orof any designated territory, the Com- 
missioners shall make an equitable division there- 
of between the interested lines upon such basis 
and in such lawful manner as they deem advisa- 
ble, subject to revision after full investigation. 

Sec. 3. The Commissioners shall have power and 
it is hereby made their duty to establish a bu- 
*reau for the collection and preservation 
of such information and statistics as may 
be necessary to enable them to execute 
the powers conferred and to perform the 
duties imposed upon them. To that end they shall 
be furnished with copies of all way bills and re- 
ports of traffic when called for and shall have 
authority themselves or by designated subordi- 
nates to examine and check all books, accounts, 
and vouchers in relation to traffic subject to this 
agreement. ° 

Sec. 4 All violations of the agreement or failure 
to comply with the orders of the Advisory Board 
orof the Commissioners by any member of the 
association or any officer or representative of 
such member shall be reported to the Advisory 
Board for such action as it may deem expedient. 

Sec. 5. The Commissioners shall have power to 
establish and promulgate from time to time rules 
and regulations forthe orderly conduct. of the 
proceedings before them, and change, add to,and 
repeal the same. 

Sec. 6. Applications to the Commissioners for 
relief shall be promptly investigated and deter- 
mined, reasonable opportunity to be heard being 
given to all parties interested. In cases of ex- 
treme urgency the matter may be determined 
without a hearing, all members interested being 
first notified of the proposed action. 

Sec. 7. The Commissioners shall apportion the 
expenses of the association among the members, 
render monthly statements thereof, and make 
crafts therefor

Dividing the Territory, 

Art. IX. The territory served by the lines 
parties to this agreement shall be divided into 
four or more sections or divisions, observing as 
nearly as practicable the natural divisions of the 
territory as represented by existing assoriations, 
and each division may be put under the immedi- 
ate supervision and direction of one of the Com- 
missioners chosen, 

Art. X. Sec. 1. The division of through rates on 
the traffic subject to this agreement, whether 
between lines members of the association 
or between lines in the asgociation and 
outside companies, shall be arranged 
through the association; provided, how- 
ever, that when one road has a proprietary 
interest in another the divisions between such 
roads shall be what they elect and shall not be 
the property of the association ; proyided. further, 
that as regards traffic contracts at this- date 
actually existing between lines not having com- 
mon proprietary interests, the same shall be re- 
ported, so that the divisions with competing lines 
may, if thought advisable by them, be made on 
equally favorable terms. 

Sec. 2. All contracts now in existence which 
may in manner affect or control rates or divisions 
upon any traffic included in this agreement shall 
be filed with the Commissioners forthwith. 


The Matter of Appeal. 

Art. XI. Sec. 1. Any member aggrieved by any 
action or determination or non-action of the 
Commissioners may appeal therefrom to the Ad- 
visory Board, which shall at its first meeting 
thereafter, eithér regular or special, consider and 
determine the question on its merits; but such 
appeals shall not stay the execution of the action 
or determination appealed from. Should the Ad- 
visory Board reverse or modify the action or de- 
termination of the Commissioners such restitution 
shall be prescribed in the order of moditication or 
reversal as the Advisory Board may deem proper, 

Sec. 2, Any member affected by any act of deter- 
mination of the Commissioners made without an 
opportunity to be heard may apply for a Hearing, 
with a like right of appeal. 

Sec. 3. The commission in their discretion may 
allow a stay of execution of the order pending an 
appeal to the Advisory Board. 

Sec. 4. If an appeal should not be determined 
by the Advisory Board within sixty days from its 
completion, in cases where the action or determi- 
nation appealed from involves a change of rate, 
division, rule, or regulation, or the apportion- 
ment of traffic, the order or decision so appealed 
from shall then be suspended, and the conditions 
previously existing, so far as changed thereby, re- 
stored until the determination of such appeal. 

Sec. 5. An appeal taken more than sixty days 
after notice of the order or decision appealed 
from may be by the Advisory Board 
upon its own motion or on motion of any inter- 
ested member of the association. 

Sec. 6. An appeal shall be complete when a no- 
tice, subscribed to by either the President, the 
Vice-President, the General Manager, or Traffic 
Manager of the appealing party and describing 
with reasonable eertainty the action, determina- 
tion, or order appealed from shall be filed with 
the Commissioners. 

Miscellaneous Provisions, 

Art. XII. The rates and divisions of same affect- 
ing traffic covered by this agreement. duly estab- 
lished and in effect Jan. 31, 1891, under the agree- 
ment of existing associations andthe rules and 
regulations governing same as provided by said 
associations, dxcept as modified by thTs agree- 
ment, shall continue in force until changed as 
herein provided, 

Art. XIII. The preceding rules and the agree- 
ment in pursuance of which they are made shall 
not be construed as depriving the Board of Di- 
rectors or its Executive Committee of any rail- 
road company party hereto of the right and 
power to fix rates and make rules and regulations 
affecting its business or lines; and any and all 
action taken by the Advisory Board, Commission- 
ers, Rate Commi „or other agency of this as- 
sociation shal} Be ect to review, revision, 
modification, or rescission’ by thé Board of Di- 
— or its Executive Committee of any party 

ereto. 

Art. XIV. It is declared to be the true intent and 
meaning of the association agreement, as well as 
of the by-laws passed in pursuance thereof, that 
their provisions have no application te traffic 
which begins and endsin any one State or Terri- 
tory whose laws prohibit the making or carrying 
into effect of such agreements or by-laws with re- 
spect to such traffic, and the Commissioners, Fi- 
nance Committee, and all functionaries charged 
with any authority or duty under said agreement 
or by-laws are required to give full effect to this 
declaration. 

Coming Gould’s Way. 

Mr. Gould for the Missouri Pacific, Mr. 
Dillon for the Union Pacific, and Manvel and 
Magoun for the Santa Fé are heartily in favor 
of the total abolition of individual agencies 
and the consolidation of all existing agencies 
at various points into one joint agency in each 
place, This proposition, however, is opposed 
by the representatives of some of the other 
roads, and a stiff debate is expected to take 
place under this head of the proceedings. It 
seems likely, nevertheless, that Mr. Gould and 
his associates will carry their point, but it ap- 
pears possible that a second day’s session may 
be required to complete the business in hand. 

Although Mr. Fish of the Illinois Central 
was not present, a friend of his said that this 
did not indicate any intention on his part to 
act independently of the other Western roads. 
The Illmois Central had already given evi- 
dence of its being in accord with the spirit of 
the agreement by largely reducing its clerical 
staff in its Eastern agencies and by expressing 


its willingness to abolish these agencies if nec- 


essary. The Advisory Board, however, will 
only be operative so far as the Illinois Central 
is concerned in the Western branches of the 
company’s system. The roads running north 
and south from Chicago to New Orleans are 
withheld from its jurisdiction. 

There are intimations of an assuring char- 
acter that Gould and the Rock Island and St. 
Paul people have arrived at an understanding 
regarding the differences that have recently 
arisen among them, and it is emphatically 
declared that a few days will see a compromise 
go into effect that will prove perfectly satis- 
factory to all the parties concerned. It 1s, 
therefore, probable that any fear of serious 
consequences from the Omaha bridge 
imbroglio is not logically tenable, All 
the disputants seem to have come to 
the conclusion that the affair is of purély local 
interest and should not be allowed to inter- 
fere in..the least degree with the other rela- 
tions existing between them. The talk that 
the meeting of the Western railways will be 
handicapped by the happenings at Omaha is 
not supported in the spirit in which the gen- 
tlemen composing the board approach each 
other. President Cable of the Island 
has already declared that the Western agree- 
ment will be carried out and be made lasting.

The Senate Agrees to Dispose of Free Coin- 
age Next Week. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Jan. 8.—In the Senaet 
today the Finance bill was taken up and Mr. 
Stewart asked unanimous consent that a vote 
should be taken on the bill and amendments 
at 4.0’clock Saturday. Mr. Gorman expressed 
his surprise at the proposition. He said: 

The amendment offered to the bill by the Sena- 
tor from Nevada (Mr. Stewart) h n de- 
scribed by the Senator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman) 
as one of the most revolutionary measures intro- 
duced in Congress, and that the ator had said 
that ifthe amendment were agreed tw the whole 
financial structure of the country would probably 


be overturned. If the Senator from Ohio were 
correct in that matter Senators ought to have 


time to deliberate—time to ascertain what was 


necessary to be done. On the other hand, the 
Senator from Nevada (Mr. Stewart) had stated in 
the most emphatic way that the recommendations 
of the Senator from Ohio to the Committee 
on Finance were more destructive to 
the interests of the pepe than any 
peopesition ever presented. If either of those 

nators were right (he trusted they were not 
wrong) the Senate ought to have time to weigh 
and consider the matter. There ought to 
some time to deliberate. There ought to be a 
disposition on both sides of the chamber to come 
together and consider matter and 
carefully without regard to party. The haste 
displayed in the matter by the Senator from 
Nevada seemed to him most extraordinary. 
There had been not more than eight 
or ten hours’ discussion of the bill, nearly all of it 
on the Republican side, although the Senate had 
been for weeks meeting at 10 o'clock, thus pre- 
cluding all possibility of attending to the work of 
committees. There was no desire on the Demo- 
cratic side to protract the consideration of the bill 
unduly. 

Mr. Sherman, referring to an allusion made 
by Mr. Gorman, said: 

The practical rol of the bill has been taken 
out of the han the Finance Committee. The 
proposition for the free coinage of silver is so 
much more important than any 8 that 
could be p that the committee has felt dis- 
posed to surrender the control of the bill to the 
superior authority On the other sidé (supposed to 
be in favor of that proposition), together with the 
few Senators on his side, and to them 
exercise their  authorit and the House 
exercise its authority. There is where the re- 
sponsibility rested, at least as the matter now 
stands. I expect to stand in opposition to the 
free coinage proposition, because I think it a 
practical financial revolution of the whole sys- 


After a tedious discussion Mr. Ingalls said: 

I realized fully and to the utmost the force of 
the suggestions of the Senator from Maryland. 
that on a subject of the gravity aud importance of 
this measure action should not be precipitate or 
improvident, and that debate should be delib- 
erate and sufliciently protracted to permit all 
aspects of the measure to be considered.

‘The Governor takes a broad, gen- 
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buyer and the seller of votes, and to mature a 
plain, uncomplicated law, based upon the es- 
sential features of the Australian system, 
which shall govern elections in the future. 


THE ART BUILDING OF THE FUTUBE. 

The Finance Committee of the Common 
Council 1s ready to submit to the World’s Fair 
Directors a scheme for the erection on the 
Lake-Front, on the site now occupied in part 
by the Exposition Building, of a large double 
structure for fair purposes, the center to be 
used as a hall for public gatherings, one of 
the wings for a permanent art gallery, the 
other for an electrical exhibit, this wing sub- 
sequently to be used as a public library. The 
cost of the structure, after the close of the 
Fair, would be part of an offset to the city’s 
$5,000,000 loan. The managers of the Art In- 
stitute will propose to the directory the con- 
struction of an art building of a permanent 
character which the institute will purchase at 
the close of the Exposition. | 

In its general outlines this scheme will com- 
mend itself to all who have given the matter 
any thought and for all who have the interests 
of the city at heart. A great art structure for 
the Fair which shall be permanent and which 
can be occupied for the purposes stated above 
is the pressing desideratum, and the Lake- 
Front between Monroe and Jackson streets is 
the place for it. Of the ground now occupied 
by the Exposition these two blocks should be 
taken. They are north of the Warren Leland 
domain and no objection, therefore, can be 
offered by the Lake-Fronters. This would 
give a frontage of about 800 feet. Dividing 
this frontage into three parts, there would be 
room for a public library 275 feet front by 
nearly 250 feet deep, an art building of the 
same dimensions, and a rotunda in the center 
200 by 226 or 250 feet deep, which would 
accommodate audiences of from 8,000 
to 10,000 people. Over this center let 
the great dome rise. Ample galleries 
surrounding the rotunda would accom- 
modate several thousand more. A fimer 
audience-room or a grander music-hall cannot 
be conceived. Commodious committee-rooms 


could be placed also behind the stage. The 


space for the public library, which is larger, 
we belicve, than that devoted to the new Con- 
gressional Library Building in Washington, 
would hold millions of books besides provid- 
ing ample room for reading, committee, and 
office rooms, assuming that the wing is three 
or four stories high. The south or north wing, 
as the case may be, in like manner would ac- 
commodate the art collections for a century 
to come or even longer. For a building of 
these dimensions it would be possible to re- 
serve an open space of twenty-five feet on all 
four sides, which on the Michigan avenue 
front would give u space of 115 feet between 
the building lines east and west. 

With this magnificent prospect in view, 
how can the city authorities, the directory, or 
any one concerned hesitate for@ moment in 
urging and accepting the scheme? It will 
meet the imperative needs of the Fair. It will 
satisfy every one who has interests on the 
Lake-Front. After the Fair is gone it would 
leave Chicago with a magnificent music-hall 
and audience-room for all public purposes, an 
elegant and spacious structure for the library, 
and the finest art gallery and museum build- 
ing in the country. It is central in location. 
It would be a cònspicuous ornament in a con- 
spicuous place, But, more than all, it is an 
urgent public necessity. If this opportunity 
is left unimproved it may be many years 
before Chicago will obtain the three public 
buildings it so much needs and which this 
scheme offers within the next two or three 
years. There should be no hesitation in this 
matter. The City Government, the Mayor, the 
Council, the World’s Fair Directors, the Li- 
brary Board, the Art Institute, and all promi- 
nent patriotic citizens should join hands and 
secure it. The unsightly buildings occupying 
this ground are already ordered off, and now 
there should be no delay in settling the details 
necessary to its occupancy by the great art 
temple, library, and people’s hall. 
a thing of beauty to Chicago’s attractiveness. 
It will give fresh impulse to every element in 
its literary, artistic, and social progress. 


“ PROMISES TO RECEIVE.” 

In explaining his bill for the issue of prom- 
ises by the United States to receive instead 
of to pay, Gen. Post is reported to have 
asked why the Government,exercising its power 
to issue money and declaring it to be legal 
tender, should issue it in the form of a prom- 
ise to pay. The reason is that no government 
on earth has the power arbitrarily to create 
values. In no part of the world has paper 
“money” any value except as it is believed 
to give the owner a right to exchange it for 
metallic money when he wishes to do 80. 
The thing has been tried in various forms 
times almost without number, and a failure 
has resulted in every instance. Why should 
Post and his associates have the hardihood to 
ignore the unanimous teachings of history? 

All schemes to make pieces of paper arbi- 
trarily pass current as good money have failed 
in the past and must fail in the future. No 
man is toolish enough to exchange his tangi- 
ble property, either roal or personal, fora 
note that has nothing behind it except a re. 
solve that it shall be considered good. The 
merchants and bankers of this city tried it with 
certain stuff.soon after the outbreak of the 
war. They formally agreed that till the close 
of thatstruggle they would receive and pay out 
at par the bills of certain-named banks. But 
within a few days they found that others were 
not content to take the bills in the absence of 
security for redemption; and the whole 
lot soon vanished out of sight like 
a cloud of smoke. The same thing 
oceurred in other parts of the Union. 
A while after that even the Government bills 
were severely discounted, though they were 
promises to pay in coin. But they could not 
be redeemed then, and the inability of holders 
to obtain the coin when they wanted it caused 
the coin to mse to a big premium, though no- 
body doubted that the Government would 
fulfill its promise as soon as possible. In the 
absence of a promise to pay coin at any time 
in the future those notes would long ere this 
have sunk to nothingness, being of little if any 
more value than the latest issues of Conti- 
nental currency or the French assignats. 

And thus it will always be. There must be 
a promise to pay in coin on demand and a re- 
deemer to carry out the promise or the note 
will sooner or later sink below the coin level 
of value. When brought tothe crucial test 
of purchasing power it will subside to a dis- 
count, which must widen rapidly as one after 
another refuses to take the note atpar. If 
still compelled by the Government to use it as 
a circulating medium the people would dis- 
count it all the more, and then the poor stuff 
would crowd out the good money as weeds 
when permitted to grow choke out grain. It 
may well be doubted if within one year from 
the time the Post notes got into circulation 
they would not sink to 50 or 60 cents on the 
dollar, and then they would be bought chiefly 
by the brokers to sell to those who had to pay 
Government taxes. ii * 

Finally it may be asked if the immediate ef 
feet of the passage of the Pust bill would not 
be a more serious embarrassment to the Gov- 

ernment of the United States than any that it 
has expenienced since the close of the war.- 
Indeed, the trouble would be met be- 
fore the bill became a law, as was the case 
with the unwise legislation of last year. The 
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were convinced the issue of this flat money 
was decided on the holders of all the old 
greenbacks woulde rush them down on the 
Treasury for coin redemption. Only a few 
days would intervene before the Government 
would be obliged to sell some $250,000,000 of 
bonds in a hurry under the redemption law to 
get the coin with which to take up those green- 
backs, or else be placed in the disagreeable 
attitude of suspension. Then there would be 
trouble with the Post notes at once, perhaps 
so great as to prove even to himself that his 
scheme is not only impracticable but would 
be destructive if it were possible to put it in 
operation. Far better would it be to be con- 
vinced of this befurehand and not run the risk 
of prostrating the country m bankruptcy 
merely to gratify the whims of a few fiat 
cranks who do not comprehend the basic prin- 
ciples of political economy. 
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THE TINPLATE DUTY NOT A CONTRACT. 

A Baltimore dispatch says: 

The Manufacturers’ Record publishes this week 
letters from manufacturers in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cleveland, Pittsburg and Demmler, Pa., and 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who are either making tin- 
plate or preparing to do so. When all of 
them are in full operation their weekly out- 
put will be 150,000 boxes. All believe that if 
no change is made in the duties on tin and 
tinplate imposed by the McKinley bill this coun- 
try will soon make all the tinplate from American 
iron and tin at a price lower than what has been 
paid for imported plates. 


Eno change is made in the duties on tin 
and tinplate! These gentlemen, who are re- 
ported to have gone into the business of mak- 
ing tinplate or who are about to do so, must 
not flatter themselves with the thought that 
there will be no change. They may have the 
benefit of this unnecessarily high protection 
for a little while, but they can have no cer- 
tainty that it will continue. The power that 
gave it to them can take it from them. The 
United States has not entered into a contract 
with various unnamed parties of the second 
part whereby it agrees that it will keep a duty 
of 2.2 cents per pound on tinplate until the 
parties of the second part shall say it is no 
longer necessary to save them from foreign 
competition or that they have made money 
enough. 

Persons who plunge into the tinplate busi. 
ness because they think they will make much 
money there should keep the fact in mind 
that when the duty is lowered, as it will be, it 
will be useless for them to talk about having 
gone into the business relying on the pledges 
of the Government.” Thera are no such 
pledges where tariff duties are concerned. 
What one Congress has done the next may 
undo. A man takes his chances. But in this 
case it would be folly to talk about a breach 
of faith were the increased duty on tinplate to 
be repealed. Any man who begins manufact- 
uring that article because of thé 2.2 cents a 
pound duty does so with his eyes open to the 
fact that the people at the last election re- 
pudiated this increase as well as several 
others, and did so with such amazing emphasis 
that if the Republican rulers of the present 
Congress were not destitute of political sense 
they would have repealed the offensive duties 
at once. 

The manifest temper of the people is such 
tipat if the present Congress does not cut 
down the duty on tinplate the next will. If 
the Fifty-second Congress does not the Fifty- 
third will sooner or later. The people when 
in earnest manage to have their own way, and 
they are very much in éarnest about this tin- 
plate extortion. 

So if any person imports Welsh or Hun 
labor to make tinplate for him, or imports 
British machinery and block tin, or puts his 
money into an expengive plant, he tukes his 
chances, and must not begin whining and 
groaning when the duty is reduced. If he can 
live and make money after that reduction all 
right, but if he cannot he has no one to blame 
for his unpleasant predicament but himself. 
Due notice of the proposed repeal of the tin- 
plate duty was given last November. 


SPEAKER CRAFTS. 

From the moment when it became apparent 
that the Democrats would have votes enough 
to control the organization of the State House 
of Representatives it was plain that Mr. Crafts 
would be the next Speaker, for it was not to 
be expected that his party would make the 
blunder of throwing over its strongest man. 
Tun Trisune would prefer, of course, to see 
a Republican in the Speaker’s chair, but that 
being out of the question it is well satisfied 
with Mr. Crafts. He has qualifications for the 
office. He is an excellent parliamentarian, 
clear-headed and self-possessed, and there is 
every reason to believe that he will be as near 
non-partisan as possible. He knows he has a 
slender majority behind him, and he has had 
a chance to see what irritation was caused by 
the few partisan rulings Mr. Ramsay, the 
Temporary Speaker, managed to make. Mr. 
Crafts knows that the path of extreme parti- 
sanship does not lead to personal popularity 
or to lasting political success, and he is proba- 
bly too wise to enter on it. 

It is fortunate for this city that one of its 
own members, and he one of Mr. Crafts’ abil- 
ity, should be m the chair at a session which 
will have to pass on World’s Fair legislation. 
Mr. Crafts is sound on that question, no mat- 
ter how unsound he may be politically. Other 
topics in which the city is interested vitally 
will also come up, and it is well to have a 
Speaker who is.familiar with Chicago and its 
needs, 

One of the objections made to Mr. Crafts by 
members of his own party was that he is a 
“corporation lawyer.“ Such an outcry meets 
with no sympathy on the part of Tux TMB. 
ung. All lawyers would be corporation law- 
yers if they could, but not all have the ability 
to be such. It is the custom of corporations to 
hire the best legal talent they can, and it is 
seldom that a lawyer refuses to take a retain- 
erfrom them. Those who inveigh against 
„ corporation lawyers”’ should make their as- 
saults therefore against lawyers as a class and 
banish them all from legislative halls—if they 
can. If a lawyer is to be the Speaker it is 
much better that he should be a good lawyer 
than a poor one—that he should be a man 
whom corporations would employ and not 
one they would not. It is safer to trust the 
good lawyer than it is the poor one; and it is 
safe to say that it is the desire of all lawyers 
to get as many corporations as possible for 
their clients. 


_ PARNELL TO RETIRE, 

Mr. Parnell will be compelled to do now 
what he could have done gracefully six weeks 
ago had not his wretched selfishness inter- 
posed. He will have to give up all pretense to 
the leadership of the Irish Parliamentary 
party and take his place as a simple mem- 
ber. He will not be allowed to name his suc- 
cessor. He could have named his successor 
six weeks ago. The full party of 86 mem- 
bers, including Sir John Pope Hennessy, will 
be called to nominate Mr. Parnell’s succes- 
sor. Any one of the 86 will have an equal 
right with Mr. Parnell to say who shall be his 
successor. Mr. McCarthy will of course gladly 
resign his posit on as Sessional Chairman. He 
did not seek it. It was forced on him. He 
could not well spare the time to attend to the 
duties of the office. He accepted at a great 
sacrifice of time and convenience. He will 
gladly give Place to the choice of his col- 
leagues. That choice will be made on the 15th 
inst., and almost certainly from among the 
anti-Parnellites. ‘That appears to have been 
the agreement arrived at in the conference at 
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is the better man for the place. He has the 
confidence of the English Liberals in a greater 


degree than O’Brien. He would be less sub- 
ject to the influence of Mr. Parnell. He is a 


more sedate and well-balanced man than 
O’Brien. His selection would be as popular 
in Ireland, and it would command more re- 
spect and attention in England and in Amer- 
ica. Any way the prospects for péace between 
the Irish factions is brighter and the alliance 
with the Gladstonian Liberals is to be pre- 
served. 


THE ABOMINABLE TINPLATE DUTY. 

The McKinley Tariff law provides: 

On and after July 1, 1891, all iron or steel sheets 
or plates or taggers iron coated with tin or lead, 
or with a mixture of which these metals or either 
of them is a component part, by the dipping or 
any other process, and commercially known as 
tin plates, terne plates, and ers tin, shall pay 
2.2 cents per pound. (Until July 1 the duty re- 
mains at one cent.) ‘ 


By an amendment offered by Senator 
Spooner it is provided that if by Oct. 1, 1897, 
the aggregate quantity of tin and terne plates 
lighter in weight than sixty-three pounds to 
the hundred square feet, made in this country, 
is not a third of the amount of such plates im- 
ported during the fiscal year after the passage 
of the act, then such plates shall be admitted 
duty free. By another Senate amendment 4 
duty of 4 cents a pound is put on block tin 
after July 1, 1893, 

When the tinplate provisions were reached 
by the Senate Mr. Plumb of Kansas offered 
the following substitute for the 2.2 cents duty: 


That all iron ör steel sheets or plates or tag 
gers iron coated with tin or lead, or with a mixt 
ure of which these metals or either of them is 4 
component part, by the dipping or any other prow 
ess, and commercially known as tin plates, terne 
plates, and taggers tin, shall pay a duty of one 
cent per pound; and in addition there shall be 
paid to the manufacturers of tin plates, terne 
plates, and taggers tin in the United States from 
the Treasury, out of any money therein not other- 
wise appropriated, a bounty of one cent per pound, 
under such rulés and regulations as the Commis 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the ury, may provide. 


In urging his proposition Mr. Plumb said: 


If it is practicable to have tinplate made in this 
country why is it not wiser and more judicious to 
have it by the addition of a bounty which does 
not put upon all the people of the United Stats 
the tax represented, by the increased price of the 
tin? If a bounty good thing as applied to 
sugar, as it is acco to the committee, why 1 
not it a good thing as lied to tinplate? Why 
should one line of ma: ture or production be 
singled out to be decorated, or perhaps to be de- 
graded, as the case may be, by the imposition of a 
bounty, while allthe other kinds of manufact- 
ure and those kinds of manufacture which 
go into almost as universal consumption as 
sugar does should have imposed upon them a 
duty which increases the price of that commodity 
to all the people? Why should they not be con- 
tent with a bountysuch as I have proposed? 


But Mr. Plumb’s amendment was voted 
down contemptuously. The mill-boss Sena- 
tors would not listen to it. Why not? Cer 
tainly not because they thought it unconstitu- 
tional, for they had voted to give a bounty to 
men in the purely American and non-compet#- 
tive business of tapping sugar maple trees and 
boiling down the sap. They opposed it be 
cause it would have enabled the people to 
know just exactly how much the increased 
duty on tinplate cost them, and who got the 
money. Though it would have been cheaper 
for the people, because it would not have made 
tinplate any dearer than it was, these McKin- 
ley Senators opposed it, because it would have 
forced the American tinplate manufacturers, if 
such there were to be, to work in the daylight 
and not under cover, and would have given 
them no opportunity to squeeze the public. 

Had Senator Plumb’s amendment been 
adopted the price of canned meat would not 
have advanced a quarter of a cent a pound. 
Canned vegetables would not have gone up 
Varnish and paints Would not have advanced 
in price because of the mereased cost of the 
cans which hold them. Under the present sys- 
tem the extra cent and a fifth stuck on each 
pound of tinplate will be made the pretext for 
taking from the consumer two or three cents. 
If the proposed method of paying a bounty of 
a cent a pound had been adopted the increased 
expense to the consumer would stop right 
there. But the gentlemen who passed the 
McKinley bill were not legislating for con- 
sumers, nor, for that matter, for American 
industry. They were legislating for the mill 
bosses. 

So whenever a man finds himself paying 
more for his tin pail, when he finds paint or 
meat or vegetables or anything else which is 
put up in tin costing him more than it did, let 
him bear in mind the fact that such an ad- 
vance was quite unnecessary, and that any 
persons who chose to try to make tinpfate in 
this country could have been protected effect - 
ually from foreign competition without put 
ting up the price of tinplate a fraction of a 
mill, But protection by a bounty would not 
have served their purpose, for it would not 
have enabled them to gouge the consumer as 
they propose doing, 


A LESSON FROM NEW YORK. 

The following plan of street and garbage 
cleaning which has been put into practice in 
New York City recently is respectfully recum- 
mended to the attention of Mayor Cregier 
and Health Commissioner Wickersham. It is 
described in the New York Tribune of Thurs- 
day: 

A patrol service of men equipped with brushes 
and bags, with which to collect all litter found 
in certaia streets, started to work this morning. 
They will be constantly at work from 8 a. m. to5 
p. m., except during their dinner hour, and will 
deposit all their collections in receptacles placed 
at convenient points, and look after the carrying 
off of the stuff. 


The men in the patrol are instructed to take 
notice of and report to the supervising officers the 
location of all ash and garbage receptacles along 
their line of duty while they are at work, noting 
their condition, and whether within or without 
the stoop line, so that negligent shopkeepers 
and others may be required to conform to the rules 
of the department. . 

The Commissioner’s private secretary today re- 
ceived a memorandum from William Sprott, 
overseer of the carting of ashes, which reads: 
All previous records beaten again. The loads of 
ashes removed Saturday were 6.888.“ The num 
ber of complaints received by the Street-Cleaning 
Department, it is said, is daily growing less, and 
today’s mail brought only one. 

Why would it not be a good idea for Dr. 
Wickersham to try this plan in Chicago by 
way of experiment? He has $25,000 left over 
from last year to pay the expense. The 
Council will authorize the use of the whole or 
a portion of it. The Superintendent of Po- 
lice, may be induced to codperate with the 
Commissioner. The First Ward wagon foree 
established under Mayor Roche can be util- 
ized. There is ample opportunity to put the 
plan into practice. The streets are scandal- 
ously and’ disgracefully filthy. They need a 
cleaning up. Will Dr. Wickersham try, if 
only for once, to do something that will com- 
mend him to the kind consideration of the 
public? 6

place the Chicago Justices of the Peace on 
salaries and to abolish the perquisite sys- 
tem of robbery, fraud, andinjustice.

There is no 
question that the Indians obtained their im- 
proved arms and ammunition from greedy, 
pestiferous traders whe provided them with 
the very material for killing soldiers and set- 
tlers, and more of it will be done if the Gov- 
ernment does not take steps to prevent it and 
send every scoundrel to the penitentiary who 
is caught in this dastardly wark. The im- 
proved Winchesters are back of all the ghost 
dances and bogus Messiahs. When the rifles 
are taken away from the Indians there will be 
no more dances and no more Messiahs. 
Commissioner Day further says: “I am 
„not in favor of exterminating the In- 
„ dians. I believe in treating them fairly and 
“think they should be placed under the care 
“of the War Department. They will not 
„work, and it is pretty hard to tell just what 
“todo. I do not think there is enough raised 
on the entire Sioux Reservation to feed 100 
Indians.“ Of course they will not work, 
and cannot raise anything. Neither can 
whites in that arid region. It is impossible to 
raise crops on any of the reservations, except 
in the Indian Territory, without irrigation. 
If Indians are expected to raise their own 
food they should be placed where they can 
do it, unless the Government is willing to un- 
dertake the irrigation ot their lands. 


Tue drop in the Bank of England rate of 
discount from 5 to 4 per cent is an indication 
that the money market in London is decidedly 
easier. A similar change in condition is per- 
ceptible here, though there is no formal de- 
cline in bank rates, and the more speculative 
classes are said to be still unable to borrow as 
they would wish, But the properties are being 
carried somehow, and the fact of their selling 
mgher is proof that they are taken hold of 
by men who have the money to spare, much 
of it being understood to be cash received as 
interest or dividends paid at the opening of 
the year. It is reported, too, that money is 
coming in rather freely from the country for 
investment in commercial paper and other 
forms of security. The money market is no 
longer a stringent one, and any trace of that 
condition which may now be exhibited is 
simply due to a lingering fear that some 
donkeys in Congress will do mischief before 
they adjourn. If they would only cease their 
nonsense and be content to let the finances of 
the country take care of themselves there 
would be no further trouble. 


ANOTHER memorable conundrum is winging 
its way down the ages: Who wrote Mayor 
Grant’s message to the New York City Council?’ 


Since the McKinley tariff went into effect 
Canada has exported few eggs to this country, 
and probably has now a large surplus on hand 
several months old. The item is of some impor- 
tance in estimating the fighting resources of the 
Canadians.

rooms of modern comedy into the chivalrous at- 
mosphere of romance. For “All for Her” 
is different from their other plays, its 
scene being pitched in the eighteenth cent- 
ury, during the days of the Pretender— 
with whose downfall, by the way, the age of gal- 
lantry went out and that of prose began.

While Mr. Royer’s ability to perform the 
duties of his position in ordinary times is not 
questioned, yet since the present disturbances 
began he has failed, it is said, to show the 
nerve which the situation requires, and when 
Gen. Miles seemed to think that he ought to 
have entire control of the territory of the seat 
of war Secretary Noble and the Indian officials, 
anxious to do everything that would contribute 
to the suppression of the disturbance, directed 
the Indian agents to codperate with the mili- 
tary in every possible way. This is now being 
done, and in order to insure the proper man- 
agement of affairs at Pine Ridge Agent Royer 
has been dismissed and Capt. Pierce will take 
his place. 

Secretary Noble said today that he was in 
perfect accord with Secretary Proctor in re- 
gard to the policy to be pursued in the man- 
agement of the turbulent tribes of the North- 
west. The Secretary said that he had endeav- 
ored to doeverything in his power to bring 
this disturbance to an end. The rations had 
been supplied promptly and in sufficient quan- 
tities. His officers were acting in harmony 
with the troops, and in facta united effort 


was being made to give to Gen. Miles every 


facility for carrying on his operations.

Condition of the Poor Aggravated: by the 
Cold Weather—Pitiful Cases, 
(SPROIAL CABLE.) 4 

Loxpox, Jan. 8.—The severe cold weather 
which still continues makes the distress in the 
city, which is always great in winter, even 
more acute than ever. Affairs are becoming 
desperate. All day yesterday the officers of 
the Mile-End Mission were besieged by a 
famishing crowd clamoring for relief until 
at last the doors had to be closed. 
The committee proposes to give free 
dinners every day to 1,000 children. At 
four centers arrangements are being made 
for temporary sleeping shelters for homeless 
single men and women. A shop beneath the 
Dockers’ Union’s office is being fitted up as a 
food depot. There are almost innumerable 
instances of men with wives and families de- 
pending on them being out of work. Some 
of the cases of distress are exceedingly touch- 
ing. A woman was found ill and belpless in 
bed with two little children who 
were crying for food. She is not expected 
to live through the night. Meetings of 
unemployed laborers are being held in various 
parts of the metropolis, and the men have 
been parading the streets with banners and 
flags. One ＋ marched through the 
city and went through Oxford street to Hyde 
Park. At its head was a red and blue banner 
which bore the following inscription: “ We 
Demand the Right to Live; We Do Not Intend 
to Starve.”” At Hyde Park a man named 
Power said: The men are not going to be 
content with a basin of soup. They are deter- 
mined to have employment. If they are 
driven like rats into a corner they cannot be 
held answerable for their conduct.“ 

The distress in Conningtown, Plaiston, Up- 
ton Park, ‘Silvertown, and Westham is unusu- 
ally acute, and hundreds are only one degree 
removed from starvation. The local trades- 
men have responded most generously to the 
appeals which have been made for relief. The 
magistrates complain that the poorboxes have 
been so drained that they are now empty.

The Governor’s message was delivered by 
his private secretary and read by the Secre- 
tary of the Senate. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Hum- 
phrey providing for an appropriation for the 
expenses of the Thirty-seventh General As- 
sembly, and a recess was taken until 1:45 
p. m. 

On reconvening shortly before 2 o’clock the 
Senators, preceded by the President, Secre- 
tary, and Sergeant-at-Arms, filed into the Rep- 
resentatives’ Hall to enter the joint assembly. 

After returning from the joint sssembly the 
President announced that Messrs. Fuller, 
Wiles, Knopf, Higbie, and Rickert were ap- 

ointed the committee to whom was to be re- 
erred the Governor’s message. 

A message from the Governor announced 
the appointment, since the last session, of 
James A. Rose to be a Penitentiary Commis- 
sioner, vice Isaac R. Clements, resigned, and 
of Mr. Hamer to be a member of the State 
Board of Pharmacy, vice Charles W. Day, 
whose term of office had expired. 

Action upon these appointments was de- 
ferred until an executive session is held. 

On motion of Senator Fuller a recess of fif- 
teen minutes was taken. When the Senate 
again convened Senator Evans offered the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That there ‘is hereby appointed a 
standing committee to known as the Commit- 
tee on Elections, to be composed as follows: Sen-

Senator Mathews announced that the com- 
mittee would meet in the President’s room 
immediately after the adjournment of the 
Senate.

The Senate adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock 


AGAINST THE TRUSTS, 


How Senator Hamer Proposes to Deal with 
the Monopolies. 

Spor, III., Jan. 8.—The first anti- 
trust bill of the session was introduced today 
by Senator Hamer. Heissaid to have had 
the codperation of the Attorney-General of 
Illinois in its preparation, and the introduction 
of the bill has created considerable interest 
among the legislatures. The bill is as follows: 

That every contract, combination, in the form 
of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint 
of trade or commerce, among the citizens of this 
State, or with the citizens of the several States, 
or either of them, or with foreign nations, is 
hereby declared to be illegal. Every person who 
shall make any such contract or make any such 
combination or conspiracy, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conyiction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding $10,000 or b 
imprisonment not ex five years, or by bot 
said fine and imprisonment in the discretion of 
the court. 

Every person who shall monopolize or attempt 
to monopolize, or combine, or conspire with any 
person or persons to monopolize any part of trade 
or commerce among the citizens of this State, or 
of the several States. or either of them, or with 
foreign nations, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and, on conviction thereof, shall be pun- 
ished by fine not exceeding $10,000, or by imprison- 
ment not e five years, or both said pun- 
ishments, in the discretion of the court. Every 
contract, combination in form of trust or other- 
wise, or conspiracy, in restraint of trade com- 
merce by any citizen or person, or between any 
such citizen or person of any other State, and 
citizen or person of any other State or territory, 
or foreign nation, is hereby declared illegal. 

Every person who shall make any such contract 
orengage in any such combination or conspir- 
acy shall be deemed guilt of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $10,000, or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding five years. or both said punishments, in 
the discretion of the court. 

The several Circuit Courts of this State and Su- 
perior Courts are hereby invested with jurisdic- 
tion to prevent and restrain violations of this act, 
and it shall be the duty of the several State's-At- 
torneys to include p ings in equity to pro- 
vent and restrain such violations. Such proceed- 
ings may be by petition setting forth the case and 
praying that such viola shall be enjoined or 
otherwise E . 

When the parties complained of shall have 
been duly notified of such petition the court shall 
proceed, as soon as may be, to the hearing and 
determination of the case; and pending such pe- 
tition and before final decree the court may at 
any time make such temporary restraining order 
or prohibition as shall be determined just in the 
premises. 

Whenever it shall appear to the court before 
which any proc under Sec. 4 of this act 
may be pend that the ends of justice require 
that other parties should be brought before the 
court the court may cause them to be summoned, 
whether they reside in the district in which the 
court is held or not, and subpoenas to that end 
may. be served in any district by the Sheriff 
or Marshal thereof. Any person who shall be in- 
jured in his business or property by any other 
7 or corporation by reason of anythi for- 

idden or declared to unlawful by this act 
may sue therefor in any court having jurisdiction 
or in any Circuit Court of the United States in 
the district in which the defendant resides or is 
found, without respect to the amount in contro- 
versy, and shall recover therefor the dam by 
him sustained and the costs of suit, including a 
reasonable fee. 

That the word person or persons,” “ citizen or 
citizens,” wherever used in this act, shall be 
deemed to include corporations and associations 
existing under or authorized by the laws of either 
the United States, the laws of this State, or the 
laws of any other State or Territory, or laws of 
any foreign country. 

In regard to the necessity of this bill Sena- 
tor Hamer said: We find all over the coun- 
try that manufacturing interests, corporations 
of every kind, railroads, and every other busi- 
ness that has numerous plants in the country 
are a inclined to form pools and com- 
binations which enable them to pay for their 

roductions whatever they may, in their wis- 

om, declare to be the- prices, and sell their 
products for Whatever extortionate prices they 
may demand. My bill proposes to prohibit 
combinations, trusts, and pools of this kind, 
and compel every institution and enterprise to 
stand on its own bottom, and prevent combi- 
nation for the purpose of robbing the people. 
Congress passed a similar bill last session, but 
it does not operate States.

SCHOOL TEXT-BOOK BILE. 


Provisions of the Measure Introdaced by 
Senator Shumway.

_HOUSE COMMITTEE ON RULES. 


It Discusses the Question of Redistricting 
the State. 

Samer, III.. Jan. 8.—The House Com- 
mittee on Rules had a session today and dis- 
cussed at length the rules to be reported for 
the regulation of proceedings during the com- 
ing session. It was decided to adopt sub- 
stantially the :ules of the last session of the 
General Assembly, the only changes to be 
made being in the number of standing com- 
mittees of the House. The question of redis- 
tricting the State under the census of 1890 
canfe up and provoked long discussion, several 
members being in favor of not incarporating 
in the report of the committee any recom- 
mendation for the appointment of a committee 
on redistributing. but to leave that subject for 
future action of the General Assembly, when 
it should be thought wise to attempt this 
laborious work at this session. The consensus 
of opinion, however, was that the question of 
redistricting should be promptly taken up and 
that a report of the committee should embody 
all provisions necessagy for the consideration 
of this subject. 

The only dispute which now exists is as to 
the manner in which the redistricting question 
shall be considered. | 

Some members of the committee favored 
the 9 of a large committee to con- 
sist of twenty-five members to consider the 
whole question of Congressional, Senatorial, 
and judicial redistricting. Others, and they 
appeared to be in the majority, are in favor of 
having three committees upon the subject of 
redistricting—one of these committees will 
map out the new Congressional district, an- 
other the new Senatorial district of the State, 
and another the new judicial dist net. It is 
probable that an effort will be made to have 
the Senate and House appoint the same num- 
ber of committees on this subject. Should 
there be three committees of each body it is 
thought that the work of redistricting will be 
greatly tated and the chances will be 
favorable for the work being completed within 
the limite of the present session, thus obviat- 
ing the nevessity ef the Governor calling a 
special session next fall or next winter to 
grapple with the subject.

*“ Pilgrim’s ess. contains profound moral 
and spiritual truths, but we do not believe that 
the popular view of man’s primitive condition is 
either scripturally or scientifically correct. The 
proposition that a being created c pure 
and in direct communion with God should dis- 
obey him is utterly irrational. All his inclina- 
tions would be toward the good, and it would be 
morally impossible for him to do evil. 

That is to say, Mr. MacQueary denies the 
orthodox doctride of the érigin’of sin, innate 
depravity, and that Adam’s fall was the sine 

ut non of Christ's mission. He believes that 

aul wrote the ten Epistles commonly accred- 
ited to him; that the Revelation is St. John’s; 
and holds that the first three Gospels are not 
the works of Matthew, Mark, and Luke, but 
contain merely notes made by them. The 
Gospel of St. John was written by a Philonic 
philosopher some time between the beginning 
and middle of the second century. The Acts 
was written by a Gentile disciple in Asia 
Minor, and was based on notes by St. Luke. 

Mr. MacQueary, while not denying the pos- 
sibility of miracles and that wonderful and, 
properly speaking, miraculous events are re- 
corded in the New Testament, believes that 
„ those events were different from what they 
are commonly. supposed to be, and that the 
cures wrought by the Savior were only ex- 
traordinary examples of what commonly hap- 


The theory of verbal inspiration Mr. Mac- 
Queary pronounces to be beathenish.“ He 
accepts the theories of the most advanced 
higher German critics on the authorship of 
the Pentateuch, and accepts the theory of in- 
spiration whic makes .it “a natural produc- 
tion of the human spirit” given to Buddha, 
Zoroaster, or Socrates equally with Abraham, 
Isaiah, or Paul. As to the trinity Mr. Mac- 
Queary aeserts the right to refuse to accept 
any man-made theory. He is content to rest 
on the thought that Godis without attempting 
to define exactly what he is.

WISCONSIN. INSURANCE COMPANIES 
FORCED TO SUSPEND, 

The Wisconsin Mutual and the Milwaukee. 

Mutual in the Hands of a Receiyer— | 


Officials of the Companies Say Their 


Business Was Injured by Incorrect News- 
paper Publications—Chauncey Depew on 
Free Coinage—The Day in Wall Street. 
Mitwavxsg, Wis., Jan. 8.— Special. ]|—The 
Wisconsin Mutual Fire-Insurance company 


suspended today. The 
cause of the collapse of both companies is 
claimed to be the recent publication of a re- 
port, said to be inspired by State Insurance- 
Commissioner Cheek, that the companies 
were insolvent. In consequence of these pub- 
lications Mr. Cheek and the Sentinel company 
are the defendants in libel suits in which each 
of the two insurance companies askg $25,000 
damages. 

Judge Johnson of the Supreme Court today 
appointed 8. H. Seamans as receiver of 
both companies on application of the 
Atlas Paper company of Appleton. Mr. 
Seamans furnished bonds of $100,000. 
The complaint of the Atlas Paper 
company against the Wisconsin Mutual Fire- 
Insurance company recites among. other 
things that the company has liabilities 
not exceeding $13,000, while the assets 
consist of $60,000 in unpaid premium 
notes, and not to exceed $6,000 in other 
property. Dec. 20, 1890, the complaint says, 
a report was published by Insurance-Commis- 
sioner Cheek and printed in a number of pa- 
pers, among them the Milwaukee Sentinel and 
Tan Curcaco Taistns, reflecting unjustly 
and untruthfully upon the financial ¢on- 
dition, and the methods of tne defend- 
ant. Asa result the public lost confidenee in 
the company, and since this time over one- 
seventh of the outstanding policies have been 
canceled. Thereby the capital of the com- 
pany was reduced below $75,000, which is the 
statutory minimum capital. The directors re- 


draft tendered by the plaintiff for payment 
was dishonored. The plaintiff therefore prays 
that a receiver be appointed to wind up the 
business of the company and the corporation 
be enjoined from transacting any further busi- 
ness. The complaint against the Milwaukee 
Mutual Fire-Insurance company is identical 
with the other except that the liabilities are 
placed at $9,000, besides $2,000 which is con- 
tested, The assets of this company are given 
as $55,000 in premium notes, besides other 
prope not ex ing 88,000. 

isconsin and Milwaukee Mutual Fire- 
Insurance companies were never legally con- 
solidated, but their business was conducted in 
such a manner as to make them Fosse ger grow 
one. Francis Boyd is the President of the 
Milwaukee, and J. A. Kimberly of Neenah, the 
President of the Atlas Paper company, is 
President of the Wisconsin company, 
boards of directors of both companies are

DEPEW ON FREE COINAGE. 


He Thinks the Bill Pending in the Senate 
Meets All Requirements, 

New York, Jan. 8.—[Special. |—In an inter- 
view today Chauncey M. Depew gave the fol- 
lowing as his opinion as to the condition of 
affairs in Washington: 

It is unfortunate, from a purely political 
standpoint, that the bill to enable the Federal 
Government to secuge pure elections for Con- 
gressmen and Presidential Electors, a prin- 
ciple which nine-tenths of the party believe In 
and think necessary to be put in force, should 
have been laid aside and apparently killed to 
bring forward a measure for the free comage

= We have already gone far in 8 : 
bimetallism by the compulsory purchase o 
silver and the issuance of silver certificates 
aes it. This continues to keep the price 
of silver up, but it is sufficient to b 
our silver dollar to an equal value with a gol 
one. The elements behind the free and un- 
limited coinage are, of course, primarily the 
mine owners; but they have been en 
reinforced of late by a sentiment which, in 
some States, amounts almost to a craze for 
more currency and the belief that this can 
more easily and readily be reached than in any 
other way by the free coinage of silver. 

„think, myself,“ continued Mr. Depew 
* that the exceptionally rapid and abnormal 
mcrease of business in our country so upsets 
the precedents upon which financial axioms 
are based thatthe volume of our currency 
needs to. be made more elastic, but this can 
surely be secured without — — upon 
us the consequences which will certainly fol- 
low the free coin of silver. g 

„The volumefof our internal commerce is 
supposed to be nearly equal to that of the for- 
eign commerce of nearly all the nations of the 
world with each other. About % per cent of 
this enormous trade is done by check 
bills of exchange, and other commerc 
appliances than currency. The recent trouble 
demonstrated that just to the extent that con- 
fidence is impaired these artificial conven-
